 This fund tracks the receipt and expenditure of state resources in the form of grants to local 

 governments or nonprofit organizations for the acquisition of community-based projects, urban 

 open spaces, parks, and greenways to assist with the implementation of local government 

 comprehensive plans.

This bill re-creates the  Florida Forever Program Trust Fund within the Department of 

Community Affairs without modification.  The trust fund shall receive funds pursuant to s.
